their liberation. 
All these formidable preparations and this military 


mm display prove thesenseof danger. Under the upper 


crust of American society there runs a current full 
of perils. Lafayette remarked, in 1825, with deep 
concern, the change in relation which had taken 
place between the whites: and the coloured 
races of the States. On his former visit 
| he had seen men of the two races stand shoulder to 
shoulder. “They ate and slept side by side in the 
“ bivouac.” All were “citizens” of our common 
country. Now, the law of America declares “ that 
“ the black man has no rights which the white man 
“is bound to respect.” America is divided into two 
great camps---the North and the South--opposed 
bitterly to the means of perpetuating slavery, but 
| not to slavery itself. The North has slaves, and 

breeds them like cattle for the ‘Southern market. 
The Southerns are clamorous for the revival of the 
slave trade, which will supply slaves at a cheaper 
rate, and free them from the arrogance of the North. 
No matter what subject may be broached in Congress, 
it always ends in the question of slavery, and the 
senate-house itself has been disgraced by murderous 
| assaults committed by members upon each other. 
The policy of the American Cabinet has become in- 
solent and aggressive. The Southerns desire to 
“annex ” territories which will cut up into 
Slave States, and thus give them a majority of 
voices in the Senate. They yearn for a virgin soil 
which may supply them with fresh lands in place 
of the exhausted territory of the old States. The 
Northerns, too, have become aggressive, for they must 
have additional States to counterbalanee the votes of 
the Southerners. Although the black man has no right, 
yet the white man derives rights by his possession. 
Three-fifths of the slaves count for as many yotes, 
and through the Southern States the negroes afford a 
large portion of the constituency which sends mem- 
bers to Parliament. The North looks to the abolition 
ofthe Foreign Slaye Trade as the meags for secur- 
ing that peur which its energy, industry, and 
mercantile adventure should command. The South 
looks to the acquisition of new territory as the only 
counterpoise to the increasing influence of the North. 


| Of late the Southern Americans have manifested a 
| disposition to legalise the Foreign Slaye Trade, and 


possess & majority in the Senate. The North has 


| shifted its ground, and, doubtful of ever abolishing the 


trade, in turn seeks to grasp new territory. Hence 
the seizure of San Juan was hailed with gatisfaction 
by Northern as well as by Southern States, and both, 
in order to stifle the settlement of the dangerous 
question of slavery, adopt a policy towards foreign 
nations which nothing but the greatest forbearance 
can tolerate. 

Virginia, as one of the frontier States, and, as 
such, witnessing the failure of Southern policy 
and the greater remuneration derived from free 
labour in the North, is split into two antagonistic 
parties. The one, upholding the Southern slave 
trade, sentence, a merchant captain to forty years’ 


| jmprisonment for aiding in the escape of five 
| fugitive 


slaves, prohibits the emancipation of 
slaves by will, and has executed Colonel Browne. 
The other minumits slaves during the life of the 
masters, and inyites free labour from the North 


to occupy the farms exhausted by slaves sold 


South wards. The upland farmers ot Virginia have 
long practised a system. of gradual emancipation. 
Browne's attempt was an endeayour to hasten its 
completion. His failure arose from want of means, 


not from want of sympathy. His party was smal’, 


but sixteen white men and three negroes. Even 
they who favoured the emancipation of the slaves 
dreaded the horrors of a slave insurrection, and 
discountenanced his attempt. But the danger is 
not removed by the death of the leader. 
While the execution was proceeding, intelligence ar- 
rived that the houses and farm-buildings of the 
Messrs. Turner, who had fought against Browne, 
were in flames. The horse, iif Dae sheep of other 
slave owners died very suddenly and «mysteriously. 
Throughout the whole South ‘there is a universal

wild rhapsodies of falsehold, attempt to meet the ac- 
tual facts of the case, and show at least some outward 
respect for truth. 

To this end we venture to ask these champions of the 
new crusade a plain question. Would they like to live 
under such a Government as that which prevails in the 
Papal Sates? They undertake to defend the Pope’s 
temporal rule, on the ground, amongst others, of its 
intrinsic excellence. “They assert, in formal resolutions, 
that it has been directed to the noblest purposes of re- 
ligion and humanity. This isa question of fact, to be 
decided by an appeal to its actual working. We have 
recently given a number Of facts, derived from the best 
sources, detailing the cruelty and recklessness of priestly 
rule in the Romish States, and these no Papal advocate 
has to excuse or refute. Yesterday we pub- 

lished some fresh illustrations of the true character of 
the Pontifical Government, which its friends would do 
well to consider. The source of this new evidence is 
far above all suspicion, the witnesses being not the foes 
of the system, not simply its friends even, but its actual 
administrators. The documents we published are official, 
drawn u the local agents of the Papal Government, 
and bund R its archives at Bologna. The first is a 
letter written by its newly- appointed lay-governor from 
the small town of Faenza to his ecclesiastical superior 
at Bologna. It must be remembered that the writer is 
himself a civil officer, enjoying the confidence of his 
superior and the Government, and anxious, of course, 
to put their proceedings in the most favourable light. 
He is an inferior public servant, and would scarcely be 
likely to complain of the systeai unless the case were 
urgent—unless the evils of its local working were cry- 
ing and all butintolerable. He will naturally, also, 
understate the real truth. What is the testimony of 
this official witness ? He states in effect that there is 
no such thing as the administration of justice in the 
district of Faenza. If a crime is committed, a number 
of people are arrested hap-hazard, tortured till they 
confess themselves guilty, though in many—in a ma- 
iority of cases, indeed, they are perfectly innocent, and 
imprisoned for indefinite periods, without even being 
brought to trial. Against this cruel and reckless systeni 
he mildly remonstrates as follows :— 

„Most Reverend Excellency,—I yesterday paid an ex- 
traordinary visit to one prison. My heart was grieved. 
In this one prison alone I found 91 persons. Very few 
of them are under trial. Many depend on the Aus- 
trians, many are at the disposition of the Sacra Con- 
sulta, and very many have been placed here as a 
precautionary measure, ‘ without having been examined, 
without any prosecution having been instituted against 
them, perhaps also without just cause of suspicion.’ 
Some have groaned here for months,some for years, 
some count by lustres. This is an open wound that 
bleeds, and it is a first cause of the discontent and 
aveision to the authorities, and of the anger against the 
Government. Crime cannot be checked by striking at 
people in a mass ; it is not by such means they can be 
led to the love of the august sovereign.” 

He gots on to give a recent illustration of the way in 
which justice was administered, or rather—under legal 
forms—outraged in the district. In consequence of a 
erime having deen committed in the neighbourhood’ 
three persons were arrested on suspicion, and then, as a 
precautionary measure, twelve more who, it was found, 
had ho connection with the first three. So that, as the 
writer jusily puts it, either the three or the twelve 
must be innocent. Meanwhile the families of the ar- 
rested were filled with grief, and would soon be reduced 
to misery, like those of the ninety-one who had heen so 
long imprisoned without examination or trial. The re- 
suit of such a state of things was not only wide-spread 
private misery, but universal public discontent. The 
outery,” the letter says, “is all but universal.” Even 
an agent of the Papal Government, being new to the 
work, feels acutely ‘both the misery and the scandal. 
Something ought to be done, but he knows not what. 
* Dictate to me,” says he to his supeaior, “ for otherwise 
I know not how to dry the tears of a hundred families 
who mourn the imprisonment of father, husband, or son, 
and these hundred families languish in misery becanse 
those who were their support are taken away.” He adds 
a fact that is conclusive enough as to the utter neglect 
into which the whole administration of justice had fal- 
len“ Looking to the Chancellerie.“ he says, “ I find a de- 
plorable void. Above 430 causes have been depending 
four or five ye rs.” This letter was written six years 
ago, in July, 1853. 

The second document is more recent, being extracts 
from the sentence of the Court of the ‘First Instance 
at Bologna, on causes heard in Jure, 1856. These ex- 
tracts prove that flogging, torture, and acts of atrocious 
violente were inflicted on persons against whom there 
was no kind of evidence, in many cases no ground even 
ofsuspicion. These tortures were inflicted to make them 
confess, and thus save their cruel and reckless tormen- 
tors the trouble of further inquiry. The judges of this 
court at Bologna are laymen, and in their judicial sen- 
tence they formerly “deplore the many violent and 
ferocious acts by which confession of crime was 
suggested to, and extracted from, numbers of per- 
sons, with eformous abuse and open violation 
of the existing laws.” Against many of these there 
was really no evidence at all, except their poverty 
and the forced confession they had subsequently re- 
tracted. The judges, referring to these forced confes 
sions, juatly conclude “that every argument drawh 
from such an impure source is worthless.” This is but 
a specimen from official sources of the way in which 

justice is administered in the Papal States.

Napoleon Policy :--- 

M. Girardin has published a pamphlet to prove how 
much smaller a man he is than his Emperor whom he 
criticises. This, of course, was not M. Girardan’s object 
in writing the pamphlet, but it is the result. With a 
vanity which we regret to see conjoined with such un- 
questioned and briiliant talent, M. Girardin has of late 
years become possessed with the idea that no one knows 
anything so well as himself; and now he has acted upon 
that belief in regard to the highest points of national 
and international policy. He has essayed to sketch for 
France the future of Europea future in which France 
is to put all to rights, and England is to be dragged 
down from her high position. There is blurring 
and confusion in the lines of the sketch—it 
does not exhibit the clear strokes of a master-mind. 
But the goal towards which M. Girardin gropes, and 
which he says French policy ought to attain for the 
world, is a millennium in which England shall be forced 
to evacuate Gibraltar, Malta, Corfu, Perim, and Aden; 
and Russia, in possession of Constantinople, shall con- 
sent to dismantle the fortifications on the Dardanelles 
and Bosphorus, an] to keep the Baltic and Black Seas 
“unbarred by cannon.”’ He demands, in short, that 
England shall give up what she has, and that Russia 
shill forego the advantages of all that she is about to 
get, and at the same time consent to a solution of 
“the Polish question.“ These are very natural objects 
for a brilliant Frenchman to desire; but M. Girar- 
din becomes ahsurd when he sets forth the mode or 
action by which these objects are to be accomplished. 
“the more France demands, the less she will encounter 
resistance,” is, by no means the self-evident proposition 
upon which he procee’ds. And acting upon this prin- 
ciple, he says, the Emperor Napoleon oug!t to sammon 
a general Congress “a which all the Powers of Europe, 
great, middie, and little,” should settle the questions ot 
the East, of Italy, and of Poland, the neutralis¢tion 
of the Straits of Gibraltar and the Dardariclles, besides 
many minor matters. Since M. Girardin aspires to the 
reputation of a statesman, we must say he 
could nothave given “a more striking proof of 
his want of statesmanlike ability than propounding such 
a method for attaining the objects he desires. Were 
the Emperor Napoleon at present to make any 
such sweeping demands at a Congress, every leading 
Power in Europe would take the alarm. England would 
scorn the demand to evacuate her possessions ; Russia 
would indignantly resent the “idea” of reviving the 
Kingdom of Poland; and Prussia would arm in defence 
| of her Rhine frontier. Spain would follow France for 
the sake of getting Gibraltar ; but if Italy were to do so 
for the sake of acquiring Venetia, it would only be at 
the cost of ranging Austria on the other side. Where, 
then, would France be? Were Napoleon ILI. as short- 
sighted as his critic, he would soon run his head against 
a wall, forfeit his present dominant position, and behold 
all his schemes for revising the map of Europe torcel 
into a sudden collapse. The Emperor is a profound 
ealeulator ; M. Girardin is a mere blower of soap- 
bells. 

The Napoleonic policy is an enigma to M. Girardin. 
To him it is a millstone which he cannot see into. 
And hence, by a logic born of self-conceit, he is decid- 
edly of opinion that there is “nothing in it.” He 
cannot understand why Napoleon should have inter- 
vened in favour of the Pope in 1849, and in favour of 
Italian liberty in 1859. ‘The one intervention is the 
contradiction of the other, and therefore he infers chaos 
in the mind of their author. He is also puzzled to 
imagine what the Emperor meant by upholding the 
treaties of Europe against Russia in 1854, and yet 
himself going to war to break them in 1859; and also 
why Napoleon took part in weakening Russia 
when it is only by the power of Russia that 
he can succeed in humbling England. Evidently M. 
Girardin is a man in whose theorics time and circum- 
stance go for nothing. He ought to be surprised to see 
men wearing greatcoats and mufflers at Christmas, sec- 
ing that lustre-coats and lace neckties are the right 
thing at midsummer. He would hold it to be prepos- 
terous that a man should gladly lean upon a cruteh when 
invalid, and yet intend from the first to burn or break it 
as soon as he is strong enough to dispense with its 
services. There is a simplicity in M. Girardin’s blun- 
dering that is really engaging. He has none of the 
wisdom of the serpent. He cannot glide noise- 
Tessly and with grace through the flowers of 
diplomacy until he is within reach of giving that 
bite which needs no repetition. He has never discerned 
the advantage of approaching an object by the spiral 
movement, in which to the unwary the danger seems 
ever and anon to turn away while it 1s rapidly con 
verging. In this spirit of simplicity, M. Girardin says 
that “ Napoleon” III. had two capital opportunities of 
carrying out this policy: these two occasions were the 
Congress of Paris in 1856, and the interview at 
Stuttgardt in 1857, when England had IIindostan on- 
her hands, with difficulties so great that it was for a 
moment doubtful whether she could master them.” M. 
Girardin forgets that at the Congress of Paris Na- 
poleon was only commencing to strengthen his posi- 
tion, and that the subsequent embassy of Count 
de Morney was needed before any effective understand- 
mg could be established between the Courts of Paris 
and St. Petersburg. On the other point, M. Girardin's 
Opinions is held by very many on this side of the Chan- 
nel. They conceive that our present distrust of the 
Napoleonic designs is wholly groundless because he did 
not attack us during the Indian revolt. M. Girardin. 
on the other hand, does not doubt that Napoleon must 
ere long go against us ; and he imputes it to him asa 
fault that he missed the “capital opportunity” in 1857. 
We maintain, and have always maintained, that it 
is quite a mistake to suppose that there was. 
a “capital opportunity” for France to attack us 
at that time. If Napoleon had made any such 
move, he would at once have had all Germany upon his 
flank. We have seen how Germany blazed up last 
spring—not to protect Lombardy for Austria, but witha 
just alarm at the aggressive phase assumed by the 
Napoleonic policy. Had Napoleon attacked England two 
years ago, Germany would still more have taken the 
alarm ; for it would have been manifest at once that if 
Napoleon was willing to stake his crown upon attacking 
England and avenging Waterloo, he would, if successful, 
never rest content without also regaining the frontier of 
the Rhine. Since that time, however, Napoleon has drivin 
the wedge into Germany. Austria is alienated from 
is—disunion has sprung up amongst the Con- 
federation—and the great bu friendly to us whieh 
Jay on the flank of France is already half broken up:

The public would 
suppose that any man putting forth a certificate 
that he was selling 100 yards of thread when he was in 
reality fositing off 70, would be certain to meet the 
same prompt exposure and punishment as would be 
awarded to the wretched creature who attempts to 
pass a gilt sixpence tor halt a sovereign. But it is ab- 
solutely stated that many traders openly avow their 
determination to discourage every attempt to put down 
the evil, and that two commercial associations, which 
were appealed to for assistance, replied that the sub- 
ject “could not be entertained.” Some shippers of 
goods, particularly, insist that the practice must be con- 
tinued to suit the wishes of foreign importers, who de- 
sire to be thus furnished with the means of cheating 
their customers at the cost of British reputation. 
Happily, however, although it was always diffi- 
cult to find that there are any facilities for putting law 
in force when great manufacturers and millionaires are 
determined to resist it, and to justify themselves 
on the plea of recognised custom, the promoters 
ot the present society have found, on application to 
counsel, that the existing statutes are sufficicntly simple 
to reach offenders in cases of this kind, and that Par- 
liamentary interferenc is unnecessary.

Paris, Fripay Evenxtxe.—The intense coldness of 
the Paris atmosphere (smoke forms a great-coat for Lon- 
don) has already enabled the municipal exchequer to 
“make hay while the un shines.” At immense cost 
it had excavated last year, near the Bois de Boulogne, 
a cellar capable of storing 14 million kilograms of ive, 
but nothing like that quantity could be collected last 
season, owing to its mildness; the harvest has now 
begun, and the subterranean granary will be speedily 
replenished. The traffic in ice is a strict Government 
monopoly at Rome and Naples—the snow on Mount 
Soracte and on the north side of Vesuvius being sold 
by these respective treasuries to their lieges in summer, 
neve, sale, and tahacco, are firmed out to contractors ; but 
the Paris town council only enter the market as fair 
competitors, and don’t prohibit private enterprise or 
that of companies as far as it goes. 

Another sparkling artie e has been in supply (if not 
in demand) at Paris the last ten days. By the Bombay 
mail came hither a Mr. Amunn, having for sale a con- 
siderable parcel of diamonds, some of them quiteextraor 
flinary for size and importance. Ie has disposed of a 
few, the prices ranging from £1,900 to £15,000. An un- 
cut brilliant of unusual! magnitude he has refused to part 
with for seven million francs, and stands out for 
£320,000, which if he can’t get in Paris, he carries the 
gem to Amsterdam or St. Petersburg. The “ diggings” 
in Lucknow and some other favourite hidden localities 
during the mutiny were not unproductive. 

There {s no incident of a political natare to notice 
here. I supplied you with the semi-official views put 
forth bythe Jnralide Russe as to theright of the Central 
Italian population to insist on being consulted in the 
matter of what dynasty isto be put over them, and what 
rule they were to submit to. These views have created 
deep alarm at Vienna, and the recognised exponent of 
Austrian policy, the Ostdentsche Post, furiously attacks 
the Russian organ in language ns tollows :— 

“ What a metamorphosis ! Russia destroying legiti- 
macy and upholding the freedom of peoples! Russia 
protectress of revolution! Such are the theories advo- 
cated by L’Invalide Russe! Is this organ mentally af.- 
fected, an invalid in intellect as well as in name? 
(laughter.) It is sheer folly for Russia to dream that 
her will can transform and rejuvenate Europe. She ap- 
pears to be fanatically bent on doing that abroad she 
won't hear of at home. Tí is folly to rejoice over the 
mishaps of a neighbouring Government; as the recoil 
may la en hene. Russia does not care to see her 
neighbour’s house in a blaze, but her own premises may 
catch fire.” 

And this sort of tall comes from a Court conscious 
that only for Russian interference, Hungary was lost to 
it for ever in 1848 ; the thanks for which, Prince 
Schwarzenberg announced, would be that “ Austria 
would astonisl: the world by her ingratitnde,” and she 
kept her word. 

The old bugbear of a Pansclavonic agitation for pre- 
tominance over Furope is again revived. It is certain 
that there are 78 millions belonging to the great Scla- 
vonian family within her confines, 52 millions of whom 
are Russian subj:cts, and 14 millions live under the 
Austrian aceptre. Out of this vast multitude of Euro- 
peans, 54 millions belong to the Greek Orthodox Church, 
and are disseminated on the frontiers of Germany, Hun- 
gary, Croatia, Poland, and Galicia. Newspapers and 
organisation are not wanting, and this is one out of the 
many breakers-ahead which the Holy Roman Empire 
has in prospect.

The Prince has not re- 
ceived the members of the Diplomatic Body, as it is the 
etiquette that be should before doing so visit the Princess 
of the Imperial family, which he is prevented from doing 
by the state of Prince Jerome’s health.

The London letters and papers of Wednesday were 
not delivered in Paris until twothis afternoon. Some 
of the Paris morning papers stated that the delay was 
caused by an accident on the Northern Railway. On 
inquiring at the proper quarter, I was informed that no 
accicent had occurred, but that the delay was caused by 
the quantity of snow which fell on the railway on Wed- 
nesday night. A tclegram was received in Paris this 
evening, announcing that the Boulogne mail, which left 
there at 10 this morning, had not yet arrived at Amiens, 
in consequence of the quantity of snow on the ground. 

The weather in Paris is extremely severe to-day. 
The streets are covere:| with a thin coat of snow, frozen 
hard, “There is a sharp north-east wind blowing, and the 
thermometer has stood all day at six degrees below 
freezing point. 


THE SPANIARDS IN MOROCCO. 

The correspondent of the Times, writing from Ceuta, 
Dec. 3, thus speaks of the actions that have already 
taken place :— 

“ The skirmish of the 30th ult., of which I spoke 
in my last, was of rather more importance, estimated 
by the loss on the side of the Spaniards, than-I at the 
time believed. We had about 230 killed and wounded, 
but the wounds of more than halt of that number were 
of a very slight description. It may be imagined that 
many soldiers, weary of lying under a scanty tent on 
bieak hills, are not sorry to avail themselves of a 
scratch as « pretext for three or four days of better 
quarters, even in an hospital. From this, however, 
it is not to be inferred that the troops show any 
indi position for the work they have come here 
to do. As far as I could observe, on the 30th 
they displayed abundant alacrity and eagerness, 
and their officers expressed themselves well pleased 
with their conduct. All, however, that has as yet taken 
place can hardly be said to be more than skirmishing, 
withthe exception of the fight of the 25th, which ap- 
pears to have been a sharp little combat. Ihave hear! 
one or two persons talking of five “ actions” in eleven 
days, and seeming to think the campaign already begun, 
but this can be looked upon only as an exaggeration, 
espoeiall- when we have the great events of the Italian 
and Crimean wars still fresh in our memories, ‘The 
present can, of course, not be a great war, but it may 
prove a very harassing one, and may give oceasion for 
the display of the soldier’s best qualities. I shall con- 
sider the campaign as fairly commenced only when we 
make a decided move from this place; when we strike 
our tentsand march for Tetuan on Tangier. Against 
which of those places our first efforts will be directed it 
is impossible to say ; the Commander-in-Chief confides

THE EXECUTION OF JOHN BROWNE. 
The execution took place at Charlestown, Virginia, 


on the 2nd inst., and the event is thus described in a 
telegram from that place :— 


CHARLESTOWN, Dec. 2.—The prisoner was bronght

The papers give long accounts of Browne's last inter- 
view with his wife, and say it was not very affecting, 
but it was quite practical in its character. The execu- 
tion gave rise to great excitement throughout the 
Northern States. At Boston much sympathy was ex 
pressed, and an immense meeting was held in the Fre- 
mont Temple, the walls of which were covered with 
mottoes bearing upon the event. In both branches of 
the Massachusetts Legislature a motion was made, im- 
mediately after prayers, to adjourn out ot respect for 
Browne and the cause for which he suffered. Spicy de- 
bates ensued, but the motions were both negatived. At 
numerous towns in New England bells were tolled, and 
other demonstrations of respect for the deceased in- 
dulged in. 

The following is the account of the interview between 
Browne and his wife :— 

“ The interview was, I learn, not a very affecting one, 
rather of a practical character, with regard to the future 
of herself and children, and the arrangement and set- 
tleinent of business affairs. They seemed considerably 
affected when they first met, and Mrs. Browne was for 
a few minutes quite overcome, but Browne was as firm 
as a rock, and she soon recovered her composure. 

“TI learn from Captain Moore that she rather re- 
pelled ali attempts on his part to express sympathy 
with her under her afflictions. She resented the idea 
that Captain Browne had done anything to deserve deuth 
or toattaint his name with dishonour, and declared 
that the ignominious character of the punishment that 
wns about to be inflicted upon him was as cruel as it 
was unjust. 

“ She regarded him asa martyr in a righteous cause, 
and was proud to be the wife of such a man. The gal- 
lows, she sail, had no terrors for her or for him. She 
stated that she had not seen him since last June, about 
six months ago, and they had been separated, with the 
exception of a few days, for nearly two vears. They 
had, however, corresponded, and she had always 
felt a deep interest in the cause in which he was en- 
agged.“

COURT OF CHANCFRY—SaTunpar.

Fry v. Leeson. 

The particulars of this case have already appeared. The 
petirion had been filed on behalf of the petitioner, one of the 
erediters of Mr. Robert Marshall Leeson, and prayed a decla- 
ration of the court that there had not been an out-and-out 
sale of a certain house situate jn Stephen's-green, in Dublin, to 
Sir Wm. Leeson, but that it had been merely mortgaged to 
him. ‘The petitioner also sought a declaration that Sir Wil- 
liam Leeson was the sole trustee of his brother. The defence 
was, that an absolute sale for £1,000 had taken place. It ap- 
warel that it had been represented by the attorney for the 
insolvent, Mr. Leeson, that a communication had been re- 
ceived by him (Mr. Leeson) from Sir William Leeson, in 
which the latter said he was only his trustee. 

Messrs. J. E. Walsh, Q.C., M. A. Lawson, Q.C., and Black- 
ham appeared for the petitioner. 

Messrs. Brewster, Q.C., Chatterton, Q.C., and Walter, re- 
presented the respondent. 

Mr. Blackham was heard on behalf of the petitioner. 

His Honour remarked that the first — in the

There was very clear evidence before him that the object 
was to provide a means of paying the creditors, and not to 
defraud them. The petitioner had stated that some vears 
ago, after the deed hal been executed, a tine of £500 had 
been given by the University Club, together with a year! 
rent of £145. Ibere was nota colour of :oundation for that 
statement. It was plain the deed was wholly diff-rent, 
and it would show that, instead of being without considera- 
lion, it was subject to a mortgage of £14,000, and the mort- 
gagees, who were the Keversionary Society of London, were 
made parties to the conveyance of the University Club, and 
in the event of the death of the Hon. Mr. Leeson, the £145 
per annum would be payable to that society ; so that, consi- 
dering the rent was not reserved to Sir William Leeson at all, 
the pavme.t of the £1,000 could not be regarded 
as a sum under the value of the premises at the 
time of the sale, in 1850. His lordship, in referring to 
the question of trust, said that there were cases in which pa- 
role evidence w a admissible, as in the instance of a docu- 
ment being produced eastublishing a trust, it could be forti- 
fied by such evidence, but if he w ere to imagine that a trust 
had existed in the present case, he would be d-ciding in 
Opposition to everything that had been sworn by Sir William 
Leeson and Mr. Cooper.

Mr. Serjeant Fitzgibbon, Q.C., moved in this case, on be- 
half of the defendants, that the plaintiff might be restrained 
from issuing execution on foot of the costs of a motion, 
amounting to about £12, which he had obtained against them 
(defendants) by order of the Court of Exchequer Chamber ; 
and that the defendants might be at liberty to set off the 
costs of a demurrer. on which they had succeeded, against the 
costs of the ; laintiff. 

Mr D. C. Heron resisted the motion on behalf of the plain- 
tiff, on the ground that the de endants had taken the plaintiff 
under an execution fur the costs, and that they were not in- 
terloquitory, which could be set off 

The court adjourned the motion to the fir-t day of next 
term. 

King v. Promoter Insurance Company.
